Dear Mss Pitt: 

It gives me great pleasure to write you as Acting 
Chairman of the National Staff Committee regarding your ap- 
pointment as General Secretary of the new YWCA at Oshawa. 

At a recent Executive Meeting the appointment which had been 
discussed with you previously was made officially and I was 
authorized to write to you to that effect. In view of Con- 
vention which we hope you can attend we should like to discuss 
with you the date that your appointment will take effect. 

As you know, your appointment at the present time 
is as a member of the National Council staff to work in Oshawa, 
but at such time as the Provisional Committee in Oshawa estab- 
lishes the YWCA there as a local project your appointment will 
be as an Executive of the 0sha\¥a Board. I know that details 
of the position have been discussed with you, but for matters 
of record I would, like to have them in writing, and would ap- 
preciate it if you would acknowledge this letter so that we 
may have our records complete. 

Your, position as General Secretary for the Oshawa 
YV/CA carries a salary of $1800 per year, plus living in the 
YWCA. According to the personnel policies of the National 
Council staff you are entitled to four weeks’ holidays after 
eleven months’ service. After six months’ service you are en- 
titled to holidays at the above rate. There is a provision in 
our National policies for two weeks’ sick leave in the year, 
and one week’s holiday between December 14th and January 15th, 
the w r eek to include the authorised holidays at this time. 

You might be interested in availing yourself of a Re- 
tirement Scheme whereby the Secretary and the employing Board 
each share the premium. The fund is one administrated by the 
National Board of the YVTCA in the United States. We know it 
is a sound plan, and as economical as any that can be procured 
in spite of the exchange rates, for the original fund was 
subsidized, I believe, in order that YWCA secretaries could 
have safe protection at a minimum expense.
